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ACCIDENT ON THE "L."

Car Axle Broke on a Third Avenue
Train Near Chatham Square.

Trains Stalled from City Hall to
Forty-secon- d Street.

It Was Engine No. 18, Oct. 18 and
Occurred at 8.18 O'clock.

The proverbially unlucky number 13

figured prominently ln an accident which
occurred on the Third avenue "L" 300

feet south of Chatham Square station at
8.13 o'clock this morning.

The sceptical will, of course, deride It,
but It will be a hard matter to convince
the superstitious that when a train,
drawn by engine 13, breaks down at 13

minutes past 8 o'clock, on Oct. 13, there
Is nothing ln It.

Engine 13, with Its train. Including car
No. 60S, having on board probably 300

passengers, was bowling up grade when
a rumbling sound was heard and the
occupants of car No. 505 were kept bob-
bing about In their seats like kernels of
corn in a popper.

Outside of a lot of frightened passen-
gers, and a shake-u- p all around, no
harm'was done, and the passengers got
out and trudged up to
Chatham Square

There was a flaw In the axle of one
of the rar trucks of car No. BOG. The
axle broke, the wheels left the track
and but for the heavy wooden guard
rail, the car would have undoubtedly
been precipitated Into the street, fifty
feet below.

Within 10 minutes the uptown track
contained an almost solid line of cars
trom Chatham Square to Forty-secon- d

street.
The greatest confusion prevailed at

the Chatham Square station. As rap-
idly as possible the south-boun- d trains,
City Hall or otherwise, were sent to the
South Ferry. The guards and gatemen
had almost to fight with the passengers
to convince them that they were on a
South Ferry train.

The passengers were
the most Inconvenienced. A shuttle
train was run between City Hall sta-
tion nnd Chatham Square, but it was
too Blow to accommodate the thous-
ands of anxious ones who were Im-
patient to get to business.

By 9 o'clock tho derailed car was
bolstered up, the broken truck removed
and the train was slowly moved
townrds City Hall. Confident that the
trouble was about at an end, a train
was moved up towards the Chatham
Square station.

Put car No. 605 had proceeded but a
few rods when it broke down again.

In the mean time the City Hall
"shuttle" was stalled half way between
Chatham Square and City Hall, and the
passengers were obliged to alight and
walk down the trestle.

It will require nearly all day- - to- - Ktthe trains back to the regular schedule.

AFTER BRODIE'S FAME

But Norton Didn't Jump from the
Foughkeepsio Bridge

Instoad Ho and His Managor, Ross,
Got Drunk and Woro Arrosted.

When Released they Tried to Bribe
Officers Guarding Approaches.

The latest aspirant for bridge jump-
ing honors waa placed under arrest at
Poughkoepsle last night. He Is Capt.
Montaguo Norton, an Englishman, who
reached Poughkeepsle last night with
Duncan C. lloss, who poses as his
manager.

They reached Poughkeepsle at 8 o'clock
and visited several saloons. The result
was, that at shortly before midnight a
ouple of Chief of Police McCabe's men
placed them under arrest on a charge of
Intoxication.

Chief McCabe had heard that It was
Norton's Intention to attempt to Jump
from the big railroad bridge and had
n long conversation with him.

Norton acknowledged it, nnd stated
that Iloss was his manager, and they
were both determined that the Jump
would be made before they left the
city.

Chief McCabe Immediately communi-
cated with the railway authorities and
officials were placed at both approaches
to the bridge.

This morning Norton and Ross were
arraigned In the police court on the
charges of Intoxication, and were dis-
charged, and wercj. followed from the
police court by an officer.

They at once proceeded to the river
front, and, engaging a boat, were rowed
to the other side, where they found tho
approaches to the bridge guarded In the
same way as at the Poughkeepsle end.

They attempted to bribe one of the
officers but failed, and returned to the
Poughkeepsle Bide, where Norton sought
Chief McCabe, and after relating his
attempt to accomplish his purpose from
the opposite side, again threatened to
mako the attempt before leaving the
town.

Mr. McCabe Is under the Impression
that If Norton was sincere ln his Inten-
tion, he would have gained the center
of the bridge from across the river In-

stead cf coming to Poughkeepsle.
Norton Is an Englishman, and bought

his" commission In the English army.
He came to this country with Ross and
Capt. Grant to engage ln broad sword
combats at the time of the World
Fair.

Their plan was not a success and
Morton has since been practically bro-
ken financially. His ambition to steal
some of Steve Brodle's laurr'j was
prompted, It Is said, to give h.m noto-
riety with which to star In minor thea-
tres. The Idea was prompted by Hro-dle- 's

success as an actor. Morton Is
thirty-si- x years old.

A despatch from Poughkeepsle late
this afternoon stated that both Ross
and Norton are ln town, determined
that the Jump shall be made. They
are being carefully watched by the
police, and It la more than probable
that no attempt will bo made.

There Is only one spot on the Pough-
keepsle bridge from which a Jump Into
deep water can be made at tho present
time. It Is a space ot about ten yards
near the centre. A Jump from any
other portion of the structure would re-

sult In the Individual making the at-
tempt to alight on projecting rocks.

DECKS SWEPT BY BIG SEAS.

Ship Lancing; Hove To for Twelve
Itonrn In the Itecent Onle.

Capt. Rostad, of the Norwegian ship
Lancing, which arrived y from Cal-

cutta, after a voyoge of 125 days, re-

ports that on Oct. 10 the vessel en-

countered a gale while about thirty-fiv- e

miles southeast of Sandy Hook. The
vessel was hove to for twelve hours
with the lee rail under water, and the
big seas that swept aboard smashed the
wheel-hous- e and flooded the cabin.
Everything movable on deck was
washed overboard and several sails were
split by the fierce blast.

The Nova Scotia bark Belmont, from
Singapore In 117 days, nlso made this
port She met the same gale.
On Oct. 10 Capt. Ladd sighted a dlrellct
schooner, partly dismasted, 210 miles
southeas of Sandy Hook.

ROMANTIC MR. CODY.

Ho Stood on Brooklyn Bridge at
Midnight with a Rope.

His Sweetheart Was to Await Him

Below in a Rowboat.

Since Then the Author and a Klch
Man's Idol Have Not llcen Soon.

Alpheus Sherwln Cody, the author, of
101 East Eighty-nint- h street, has disap-
peared, and his family Is anxious to know
what has become of him.

Tho missing man, who Is a relative of
William F. Cody, Is well known in lit-
erary circles throughout tho country.
Although he has only been lost sight of
since yeBterday, the peculiar circum-
stances of his disappearance have given
rise to the most serious concern ln the
minds of his relatives and friends.

The young woman whose name Is con-
nected with tho disappearance of Mr.
Cody U said to be the daughter of a

n and wealthy New York fam-
ily. For the past year she has been par-
ticularly devoted to art and literature,
which she has studied under Mr. Cody's
direction. She has also been lost filght
of for the time being.

Robert S. Cody, a brother of the miss-
ing man, was the last person who saw
him. He told his story ut Police Head-
quarters but refused to divulge
the name of the young woman, feeling,
he said, that It v. as her patents' place
to do that. What he did tell, showed
plainly enough that t he adage about the
course of true love never running
smooth, still holds good.

lletng awaro of his brilliant brother's
ndmlratlon for his promising pupil,
Robert was not surprised when the miss-
ing man told him In the early part of
tho week that he was engaged to be
married to her. Hut of the other things
revealed to him he was more than as-
tonished.

The young woman had said, according
to A. S. Cody, that she would become
his wife, although bhc foresaw that
there would be objections on the part
of her parents. Nevertheless, Bhe said
that would not make the slightest dif-
ference to her, and she would have no
objections to an elopement.

"You know," Mr. Cody told his
brother, "she Is of a romantic turn."

He evidently put this ln to account
for what was to follow. Uefore she
would agree to give her final consent
to marrying, Cody told his brother, she
wanted some evidence that the author
would fullll the promlso of his future,
as their existence would depend on his
physical courage, resource and pluck.

Mr. Cody Is evidently as romantic as
the young woman, for after an hour's
talk he proposed that the test ot his
courage might also prove hers, and that
If she would row down thaJiMtilUyer,
under the Urooklyn Bridge, In the dead
ot night, alone, he would lower himself
by a rope off tho bridge and be picked
up by her. Both agreed that this would
be a sufficient test.

"Romantic, isn't?" Mr. Cody had
said to his brother, while the latter stood
agha.it at the idea.

"It's lunacy," Robert Cody had an-
swered when he could find his voice.
Then he tried to dissuade his brother.
He told him that the Idea was not only
Intensely foolish, but that it might re-

sult In his death If he tried It. und en-

deavored to lead him Into practical lines
by telling him that the dead of nlpht
was a remarkably cold hour, and that
lue young woman would get pneumonia.

But Cody said It was all settled, and
if ills own brother would not see the
thing through, he could get some one
else.

Robert concluded that his brother's
mind had become unbalanced through
overwork. Nothing more was said until
yesterday nfternoon, when Cody showed
up at his home. There was no wild or
reckless gleam ln his eye; no outward
sign that anything unusual was the
matter with him, but under his arm he
carried a bundlo done up ln black
cloth.

When tho brothers were alone, this
cloth, unrolled, showed a rone. Then
Cody persisted that he was In deadly
earnest, and that he was not demented.
Further, he told how he had, In company
with the young woman, been stuuylng
the Brooklyn Bridge nnd the waters be-
neath, for two days. They knew exactly
what they were doing, und that they
Intended to do It. The attempt was to
be made alongside of the New York
tower, and needed only courage and a
rone.

Years before Cody became a writer,
he was a Western cowboy and suffered
many hardships. Lowering himself on
a rope did not appear as much of a
task to him as It might have to some
others.

He said that the young woman was
with friends of his In Brooklyn: that
the boat had been hired and all prepa-
rations made for tho row beneath the
tower.

In sheer desperation Robert followed
his eccentric brother to the bridge,
When they got Just beyond the New
York tower the now missing Cody said:

" Here's the spot."
Thaw atnnjl .Mil it. til nn nnt waa In

sight. Then Robert watched his brother
as he took out his rope nnd crawled
stealthily towards the roadway. Then
a policeman appeared ami Robert Cody
ran awav. He did not want to see any
more. Ills brother, ho thought, would
be arrested and that would be all there
was to It.

Robert went home. When he aroso
early this morning, his brother was
missing. Nobody In the house had seen
him, Robert then went to the house of
the young woman, and was told that she
was not at home.

Then, after he had consulted friends,
he hurried to Police Headquarters to
see whether he could trace his brother.
The returns from the various precinct
Btntlons were searched, but there was
no record that the man had been ar-
rested, or that tho police knew anything
about him. He was told that he would
have to wait until Monday, to see
whether his brother would return, be-
fore a general alarm wua sent nut.

Robert believes that his brother and
his sweetheart lost their lives In mak-
ing the romantic test of courage

Edgar Fawcett. the novelist. Is a par-
ticular friend of Alpheus Cody and
Major Pond managed a lecturing tour
for the latter last year. Neither of
these gentlemen could be seen thismorning.

The friends of the missing man seem
to think that he was Just such a man
to do such an outlandish thing.

Mrs. Daniels Is a
yfldow, and has a pretty Parisian maid,
named Marie Matthias.

Mrs. Daniels charged Mrs. Place with
the theft of a silk skirt trimmed with
lace, belonging to the maid, a week ago.

According to Mrs. Daniels, the skirt
had been hung upon the railing of her

it was blown off nnd fell
upon Mrs. Place's e, and she
saw her take In the skirt, which she has
since refused to return.

Mrs. Daniels came to court on Tuesday
and related her story to Justice Mc-

Mahon, who sent Court Officer Beller to
orrent Mrs. Place on the day following.
When the case was called he found the
older woman greitly excited. The Jus-
tice adjourned the caso until the follow-
ing day. Mrs. Place was locked up over
night In Yorkvllle Prison, In default of
11,000 ball, having failed to notify her
friends.

When the caso was called on Thursday
n. number of Mrs. Place's friends ap-
peared In court, highly Indignant, and
led His Honor to change his opinion In
the case. The case was once more

until this morning, but Mrs.
Place was permitted to go on her own
parole.

On Thursday's examination It came
out that tie name of Mrs. Daniels's
maid appeared on the door-plat- e u wellas her own.

"Madam," said the Justice, "Is It the
custom for the name of tho servant toappear upon the doorplate with that of
the mlstress7"

"I don't consider her a servant," Mrs.
Daniels replied "She Is my companion,
and If you mean to Insinuate "

"I mean to Investigate this case thor-
oughly," remarked the Judge. "There
seems to be more In this than appears
on the surface."

He Instructed Officer Beller to make a
thorough Investigation and report to him

To-da- y Mrs Daniels was represented
by Lawyers Brisbane and Walker, while
Lawyer Murray appeared for the older
woman.
